I don’t know how a 
horse's mind works, if at all, but it 
hust have been confusing to Sor- 
teado, who is used to running from 
11 o’clock toward 3 o’clock, to start 
at 3 o’clock and run toward 11.

In cities, evergreens do not do as 
well as in the suburbs where they 
have more fresh air and less dis- 
turbance.
